know that the plans are being prepared and 
that the preparation is being proceeded 
with notwithstanding the alleged conflict 
amongst the townspeople as to site. It is 
also satisfactory to know from the letter of 
the deputy minister of public works that 
that department has no knowledge of any 
dispute as to site amongst our townspeople, 


and that if there is any difference of upinion 


on that subject it is between the towns- 


people and the government engineers. Itis 
also satisfactory to know that there is only 
a possibility—not a certainty—of this 
alleged difference causing delay; and 
further that the department of public 
works clearly understands the position 
taken by the town in the matter. it seems 
only fair that if the town is to pay a part 
of the cost of a public bridge it should have 
something to say as to its location. Of course 
if there are adequate engineering reasons 
why the site preferred by the town should 
not be adopted it will be the duty of the 
government to build the bridge elsewhere, 
but in that case the town can scarcely be 
expected to contribute towards the cost. 
In order to settle the matter the depart- 
ment would do well to inform the town just 
what are the engineering reasons why the 
site preferred by it cannot be chosen. That 
site was examined carefully by Mr. Gouin 
who was sent here to make the survey and 
he verbally informed the members of the 


because it was ‘‘ admitted” to be the best 
by Messrs Balfour and McLeod, or because 
the people of those settlements prefer to 
haul their loads up steep in preference to 
easy grades. It may be that the News in- 
tends to convey the idea that this prefer- 
ence is because of the upper site giving the 
people of those settlements a road to the 
staticn from a mile to a mile and a half 
shorter than by way of the lower site. If 
this were the fact it could only lengthen 
the road proportionately to the people living 
north and east, in which direction it may be 
remarked the great northern traffic of the 
Hudson’s Bay company goes.

The 
upper site lies just about twenty chains 
further west than the railway station and 
the lower site about fifteen chains further 
east than it, so that there is really less 
detour by way of the lower than by the 
upper site. The question of access 
on the north side or the question of dis- 
tance does not amount te anything in this 
connectign. The question is, which will 
give the easiest road to and from the station 


to people on both sides of the river. To 


this there can be only one answer—by way 


of the lower site.

NATIONAL COUNCIL OF WOMEN. 


Constitution recommended by the National 
Council for Local Councils in federation 
with the National Council of Women of 
Canada, and adopted by a public meeting 
held in Edmonton, on October 28th, 
1894. 

CONSTITUTION. — ARTICLE I.—NAME. 

This federation shall be called the Local 
Council of Edmonton in affiliation with the 
National Council of Women of Canada. 

ARTICLE I.—POLICY. 

The aim of a Local Council is to bring the 
various associations of women in Edmonton 
into closer relations through an organized 
union ; but no society entering 4 locai coun- 
cil] shall thereby lose its independence in 
gim or method, or be committed to any 

rinciple or method of any other society in 
the council,the object of which is to serve as 

a medium of communication and a means of 

prosecuting any work of common interest. 


ARTICLE IJI.—MEMBERS. 

Sec. 1. Any society of women, the nature 
of whose work is satisfactory to the exe- 
eutive committee of a local council, may be- 
come members of said local council by its 
own vote, 

Sec. 11. The women of any organization 
composed of both men and women may 
associate themselves by their own vote and 
join said local councils. 

ARTICLE IV.—OFPICERS. 

The officers of a local council shall consist 
ofa president, vice-presidents at large, ex- 
officio vice-presidents (presidents of all 
societies federating in 4a local council), a 
corresponding secretary, @ recording secre- 
tary and a treasurer. 

These officers shall comprise the executive 
committee, whose business it shall be to con- 
trol and provide for the general interests of 
the council. Five members shall constitute 
a juorum of this committee. 

ARTICLE V. —MEFTINGS. 

Sec, 1. A local council shall hold annual 
meetings for the election of officersand other 
business. 

Sec, 2. The committee of arrangements 
shall consist of the executive committe, to- 
gether with one delegate from each society 
belonging to the council. 

Sec. 3. At the annual meeting, 
society belonging to the council shall have 
three votes (exclusive of that cast by the 
president). 

Sec. 4. All other members of any society 
belonging to the council may have the pri- 
vilege of participating in all discussions that 
may arise at the annual meeting, but may 
not vote. 

Sec. 5. Other meetings of a local council 
may be held from time to time as may best 
promote the ‘interests ot said council. 

Sec. 6. All new business to be brought 
before the annual meeting of a local council 
must first be submitted to the executive 
committee as notice of motion. 

ARTICLE VI.—FEES. 

Each society federating in a local council 
shall pay an annual fee of $2.00 towards the 
expense of the said council. 

ARTICLE VII.—PATRONS. 

Sec. 1. Any person whose name is ac- 
ceptable to the executive committee may 
become a patron of a local council upon the 
payment of $5.00 annually, or $50.00 at one 
time. 

Sec. 2. The names of patrons shall be 
placed after those of the executive commit- 
tee on all printed documents. 

Sec. 3. Any person whose name is ac- 
ceptable to the executive committee, and 
who is not connected with any affiliated 
society, may become a member of the local 
council on payment of $1 annually, and may 
take part in the proceedings and discussion 
of the public meetings of the council, but is 
not entitled to vote. Such members shall 
receive free literature published by the 
council. 

ARTICLE VITI.— AMENDMENTS. 

This constitution may be altered at any 
annual meeting, provided that such altera- 
tion be in harmony with the constitution of 
the national council, notice of the proposed 
change having been sent to the executive of 
the National Council two months, and to 
each society belonging to the conucil at 
least one month, prior to such meeting.
